placed at an outside figure as a fair basis 1s not yet accurately de- 
tined. The firsc figures of revenue are actual rates, the prospective in- 
crease is probably understated, as a low average has heen applied to only 
60 services out of a total of 146 now ready for connection, and the rev- 
enue from water for building purposes will in ail provatility exceed the 
low figures given. The total cost to the town generally in 1904 should 
not exceed the fire protection charge, say 55 hydrants at $40,—82,200, as 
the shortage in revenue, which should nor exceed $2,509, may reasonably 
be carried over and liquidated when the system becomes sclf-supportinc. 
The rates on the new services (37 services and 23 fire hydrants) turned 
on since the beginning of the present quarter, Ist October, 1903, will he 
levied and collected in December and are estimated to be more than will 
been 4 the running expenses for the remaining two months of the pre- 
sent year.

THE MARKETS. 

Butter.—Butter continues exceed- 
imgiy scarce. ‘Twenty-live cents per 
pound 1s offered. 

Eggs.—There are scarcely any eggs 
being delivered and 3c a dozen is 
paid. There would be an egg famine 
here had not a carload of eggs been 
shipped in from Ontario. 

Potatoes—Potatoes are plentiful at 
250 a bushei. The deliveries have 
been light the past few days, owing 
te the severe weather. 

Poultry.—Chickens are becoming 
more plentiful, but not equal to the 
demand. Yen cents per pound, 
dressed, 18 offered for chickens and 
ducks. Geese ana turkeys bring 12 
1-2 cents a pound, dressed. 

Hogs.—Hogs are scarce at from 5c 
to 5 1-Ze, live. 

Cattle—Cattie bring 2 1-Zc a pound 
live weight. 

Hay.—The price of hay varies a 
great deal, both according to the 
quahty and to the condition of the 
market at the time of sale. There is 
often several dollars difference in 
the price of hay of the same quslity 
im one day. The price ranges from 
ten to sixteen doliars a ton. Green 
feed brings trom six to ten dollars 
a ton. 

Oats.—Feed oats bring from 20 to 
23c. Better grades bring about 25c 
per bushel. 

Wheat.—Wheat deliveries are fair. 
The price ranges according to quality 
from 50 to &0c per bushel.
